SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled ALS Video #39 Jamaica Part2 Featuring Jade & Zoe is classified as 
Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD containing a feature that provides behind-the-scenes footage 
of two women engaged in a sexually explicit photographic shoot. Sequences focusing 
on a woman urinating are interspersed with sexual poses and depictions of sexual 
conduct. The DVD is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the use 
of urine in association with sexual conduct by showing it explicitly for the purpose of 
sexually arousing the viewer. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set 
out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, 
however, with Parliament's intention in the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 that publications that promote and support the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct are objectionable.
